Speculators Selling Choice Positions 
to Observe the Procession—Cali- 
fornia's Tribute—The Illinois Monn- 
ment Association.

New York, August 4.—Every available position 
from which u view of Gen. Grant's funeral can be 
had is fast being sold. All along the route of the 
procession windows and doorways are advertised 
for sale, Several firms on Broadway have let the 
fronts of their buildings tospeculators. Nearly 
all the hotels have rented their front rooms at an 
advance of the regular price. Private houses on 
Fifth avenue are letting their bay windows and 
steps, and on a few low buildings the roofs have 
been engaged. It may be said that there is scarcely 
a square foot of space that affords a view of the 
route which has not hada price set upon it. The 
sums asked vary from $3 to $25 for a single seat. 
Baiconies with three seats range in value from $50 
to $150. Bay windows are in great demand and 
command from $75 up as high as $200. These 
prices depend upon the location and seating ca- 
pacity. In one instance a window in the third 
story of a Broadway store has brought $150. Rooms 
in small but well located hotels are worth $25 to 
$75 for the day. Several enterprising persons are 
building piatforms back of the windows to accom- 
modate a second row of sight-seers at a single 
window, One ingenious man who keeps a store on 
Broadway is 

ARRANGING A SET OF MIRRORS 
so the people in the back part of his rooms may 
view the procession. Upon the site of Harrigan & 
Hart's old theater there will be erected a grand 
stand. This structure will have a seating capacity 
of 500. The seats have been placed at a low figure 
and are even now nearly all engaged. A large 
number of express wagons and large 
trucks will be fitted up with roughly 


the side streets. The demand for positions to view

The Funeral Will Cost $1,000,000, 

New Yorx, August 4.—The vast preparations now 
going forward for the funeral of Gen. Grant next 
Saturday suggest the enormity of the expense 
which the occasion will entail. The detachment of 
the regular army on duty at Saratoga to-day and 
to-morrow will cost $3,000. The militia expense 
will be greater. At least 25,000 members of the 
National Guard will participate, at a cost for music, 
horses, transportation, etc., of $90,000. New York 
City will pay $5,000 for the funeral car, $1,000 for 
flowers and $22,000 for other items, total $29,000; 
the Civic organizations, supposing there are 50,000 
men in line, will be at an expense of $250,000, and 
then the amount spent in draping public and 
private buildings aggregates over $600,000; grand 
total $872,000. These are only the most important 
figures; other items will swell the expense of the 
funeral to at least $1,000,000, and then it is esti- 
mated that the absolute suspension of business 
during the progress of the procession means a loss 
of several millions.

How many of the missing Indians 
died of starvation we shall never know, be- 
cause Indian testimony is not legal evidence 
against agents and beef contractors until it is 
corroborated by white men. Owing to this 
difficulty about evidence it is a very common 
thing for tribes to perish away to miserable 
remnants, while Indian agents and contractors 
go on innocently charging the Government 
with two or three times as many rations as 
there are Indians. :

OCCASIONALLY we receive notes insisting 
that the year of the omitted railroad assess- 
ment was 1871, when the assessment was 
annulled by the courts, or some other year 
besides 1881. There has been so much juggling 
in the shape of amendments or alterations in 
the law, and the record of assessments and 
collections has been so muddled, that several 
different theories are afloat in regard to the 
particular year in which the railroads escaped 
taxation, and we are not prepared to deny that 
there were more years than one. All we know 
is that the State Auditor and the County Clerks 
of the counties through which railroads run 
stated to a committee of the last Legislature 
that there was no assessment or collection 
of railroad taxes for the year 1881. The 
record of the proceedings of the State 
Board of Equalization shows that the 
Board met in 1880 and assessed the 
railroads for the taxes of 1879; met in 1881, 
and assessed them for the taxes of 1880; and 
then met in 1882 and assessed them for the 
taxes of 1882, omitting any assessment for 1881. 
This release of the railroads from the taxes of 
1881 was the work of the Crittenden adminis- 
tration, which was under great obligations to 
the railroads. It has since appeared that they 
raised and used a very large corruption fund 
to secure the nomination of the State ticket 
which the Democrats of Missouri elected in 
1880. If they had paid a hundred thousand 
dollars for the gripthey got on that administra- 
tioll. and through it on the Legislature, the in- 
vestment would still have been a very profita 
ble one. 
7 Seeds That Would Not Grow. 

From the Philadelphia Times. 

Commissioner Colman of the Agricultural Bureau 
at Washington, bas not caught on to the ways of 
his predecessors to any remarkable extent. When 
he assumed the duties of his office he found a 
thousand bushels or soof sorghum seed stored 
away in the rooms of the bureau. Laboring under 
the impression that the seed had been purchased to 
aidin establishing the sorghum industry in the 
country, be sent some specimens of it to the propa- 
gating gardens to be planted. The test resulted in 
the discovery that not more than one-tenth of the 
seed would grow. . 

If Commissioner Colman had not been a very un- 
sophisticated public tar mer he would have known 
without trying any experiments of this kind 
that thesorghum seed was not purchased to be 
pianted. It was the Treasury that was to be 
farmed in the transaction, and the poorer the seed 
and the higher the price that was paid (for it the 
geeater the profit to those engaged in this kind of 
farming. Ifthe seed had been wanted for plant- 
ing it would not have been necessary to pay $22,000 
or anywhere near that sum for alike amount of 
seed that would have grown. 

Perhaps Commissioner Colman really means to 
carry onthe bureau in the public interest. It he 
does it. will not be worth his while te spend any 
time or money trying to utilize the seeds or docu- 
ments gathered by his predecessors. He can shovel 
the seeds out the back door and make a bonfire of 
the documents without wasting anything that wil 
be worth the saving. After having got rid of the 
costly rubbish of the Loring and LeDuo, regimes 
there will bean opportunity for Mr. Colman to 
demonstrate whether the bureau can de made of 
any practical value to the agricultural interests of 
the coyntry. And whatever plans he may adopt 
and carry out in that direction the things that he 
should not do are very plain. He should find out 
just what his predecessors did and then do some- 
thipg entirely different.

THE ANHEUSER-BUSCH RAILROAD 
SWITCH. 


The People and Our Manufacturing 
Establishments. 

It is only a comparatively short time ago since 
the Municipal Assembly authorized by ordinance 
the construction of a belt railroad intersecting 
pearly all streets and roadways lying west of Grand 


nese interests of the city, and before the force of 
this argument all objections based on the inter- 
ruption of street travel and traffic were compelled 
to give way. The Anheuser-Busch switch is de 


@ belt railroad. The objectors to this switch are 
actuated by personal interests, and forget or ignore 
general business considerations. This is shown by 
their continued harping on the Poplar street track 
and their extravagant assumption that this switch 


will cause a like inconvenience and injury, They 


forget that thirty-five cars a day bear 
but a small proportion t 80 or 40; 
that railroad tracks used fer general 
business are wholly different in relation to the 
public from tracks used only for one manufactur- 
ing establishment; that the proposed switch will 
be located, not in the center of the city, but in the 
southern portion; that, while there are probably 
150,000 people living south of Poplar street and east 
of Jefferson avenue, there are less than one-third 
of that number south ef the projected switch and 
east of tue line of Jefferson avenue. The street 
surface, also, that will be occupied by the switch 
will not be more than a very small fraction of that 
covered by Poplar street. Altogether, I think it is 
quite evident no rational parallel can be estab- 
lished between the franchise asked for by the An- 
heuser-Busch Association and that controlled by 
the railroads on Poplar street. The regi question 
involved is one of a practical, liberal policy on the 
part of the city towards the business establiah- 
ments that sustain our commerce and our laboring 
population. The bulk of the yearly expenditures 
of this association is for labor, and not 
for materials. The money the association 
pays out goes directly to help trade 
and to maintain laborers and their families. Such 
an institution, although private in ownership, is 
really public in character and should receive the 
support and encouragement of our local govern- 
ment so far as extending to it all the facilities 
requisite for the management and extension of its 
business. 

Most of the business men on ‘Change indorse and 
approve the bill; the leading manufacturers also 
are in favor of granting the Anheuser-Busch Asso- 
ciation the franchise asked for, and the matter is 
opposed only by those who imagine their private 
interests will be injuriously affected. In view of the 
whole aspect of the enterprise, it seems the duty of 
all progressive, public-spirited citizens to put 
selfish considerations aod to grant to this associa- 
tion the facilities really needed to carry on their 
expanding business. No true prosperity is possible 
in any city where commercial operations, and par- 
ticularly manufacturing industries, are denied the 
means required for conducting their operations on 
prompt and economic principles.

WHISKY IN FLAMES. 


Destruction of the Phenix Distillery in 
Chicago, this Morning. 

Cacao, August 4.—The Phoenix Distillery. Cly-’ 
bourne place and North Branch, Ames, Burrows, 
Dickinson & Able, proprietors, was destroyed by 
fire at 2 o'clock this morning. Loss $75,000. The 
plant covered an acre and a half of ground, and 
consists of a series of buildings from one to four 
stories in height, built of both frameand brick. 
Flames were first seen inthe fire-room over the 
alcohol separator. The distillery building with con- 
tents of malt and the machinery is a complete loss.
